Wh*n I stop my engine with the 


switch I have no trouble in starting it, 
but when I (tall it or "kill" it I have to 
crank and spin it around a great d*at 
befer» I can got it started again. What 
ia tha trouble with it and what remedy 
would you prescribe? 


Since your car seems to run perfect- 


ly except fur thin difficulty In starting 
when toe engine has been stalled this 
condition seeius to indicate that your 
carburetor is adjusted correctly and 
that your engine la working at mail- 
mum efficiency 
It would be \ery easy 


to make jour motor less difficult to 
•tart wnen Htalled, this requiring sim- 
ply that the carburetor be adjusted to 
•upply a richer mixture to the cylin- 
der*. 
Tbe reason you have a bard 


time stopping the engine t\ben stalled 
la that it Is stopped instantly and the 
cylinders ruiituiu only inert dead gas 
which tfU*-s 110 explosion when the 
•park i» turned on. When the motor 
1* utopped on the switch, on the other 
band, It makes apteral retolutlons be- 
fore coining to rest, thus pumping a 
fresh charge of Ih e gag Into the cylin- 
der*. 
With this live gas under com- 


pression In the motor starting la an 
easy nutter. 


It would Keen) best to leave the car- 


buretor aa It IB, for it Is saving joo 
money in gasoline and wear on youi 
motor, aa well as preventing accumula- 
tion of carbon In the cylinders. You 
•bould lie more careful in driving to 
aae that the throttle la always open 
sufficiently to meet the conditions of 
road and load 
An expert driver or 


one who Is familiar with bis oar rare- 
ly stalla bis motor, and by giving at- 
tention to sufficient throttle opening 
you ahould avoid this trouble. 


I am overhauling my car and find 


that tha intake valve opena before the 
exhaust le cloaed. What ie the reason 
for thieT Would it not allow the ex- 
hauet gaaea to back up into the car- 
buretor?

Tbe point la often brought up as t

Since your car seems to run perfect- 


ly except fur thin difficulty In starting 
when toe engine has been stalled this 
condition seeius to indicate that your 
carburetor is adjusted correctly and 
that your engine la working at mail- 
mum efficiency 
It would be \ery easy 


to make jour motor less difficult to 
•tart wnen Htalled, this requiring sim- 
ply that the carburetor be adjusted to 
•upply a richer mixture to the cylin- 
der*. 
Tbe reason you have a bard 


time stopping the engine t\ben stalled 
la that it Is stopped instantly and the 
cylinders ruiituiu only inert dead gas 
which tfU*-s 110 explosion when the 
•park i» turned on. When the motor 
1* stopped on the switch, on the other 
band, It makes apteral retolutlons be- 
fore coining to rest, thus pumping a 
fresh charge of Ih e gag Into the cylin- 
der*. 
With this live gas under com- 


pression In the motor starting la an 
easy nutter. 


It would Keen) best to leave the car- 


buretor aa It IB, for it Is saving joo 
money in gasoline and wear on youi 
motor, aa well as preventing accumula- 
tion of carbon In the cylinders.
